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EARLY STONE IMPLEMENTS. 


An interesting lot of Twenty large Flint Implements of varied type ; 


the greater number probably af the palwolithic period 20 


The above and following lots have been very carefully selected to 
include examples of most of the varieties af early stone implements 
discovered in Kgypt. They were found on the terraces of the hills, next 
to the plateau of the desert on the western side of the Nile, about 
15 miles south of Thebes; many of the finest formed and worked 
pieces are very heavily patinated, an evidence in itself of their 
enormous age. The types of the implements are generally illustrated 
by the examples shown on Plate I; they comprise massive long and 
narrow implements (8 in. to 10 in. long, and 3% in. to 44 in. wide), 
pointed at one or both ends and coarsely flaked around (or nearly 
around) the sides ; others, generally of somewhat circular outline, 
flat on the underside and with the edge flaked from the top only ; 
pointed implements with untrimmed butts ; flaked nodules or cores ; 
obtuse or pointed ovate implements, and others of long oval form, 
some flat and thin, all better shaped and of finer finish than pre- 
ceding pieces; large “ Spokeshaves,” rather square in outline and 
with a large deep hollow worked in one side.

Two Trough-shaped (Vessels?) of limestone, supposed by the discoverer 
(Mr. R. de Rustafjaell) to have been used as water troughs by the 
workers of the earliest paleeolithic implements in Egypt. They 
follow the natural outline of the stone, and the deep holes, forming 
the trough, appear to be almost, if not completely, due to natural 
causes. Strong points in favour of Mr. R. de R.’s theory are (1) 
that these troughs are said always to be found in spots where other, 
and conclusive, evidence of flint working is shown, and (2) that 
these stone vessels are not natural to the districts where signs of 
such workings remain [PI. II]

A similar Knife, 847. long ; the cutting edge with minute serrations ; 
the ripple marking very finely worked ; the blade appears to have 
been broken in ancient times, and is covered with a plate of thin 
gold bound round with a band of leather or hide; jrom Gebelen ;
